Tendency to Borrow Hastily 


Municipzlities occasionally rush in- 
to schemes of improvement without 
considering whether the generations 
to come will be able to carry the bur- 
den, town becomes intoxicated 
with the growth and development of a 
nearby city and seeks by expenditure 
in handsome public buildings, sewer 
and water mains, etc., to follow in the 
footsteps of its populous neighbor. 
With this spirit in the air ambitious 
schemes are hurriedly undertaken 
with more tHought for the present 
than the years to follow. More than 
once we have read in Old Country pa- 
pers that mayors and councillors are 
sometimes moved b reason of their 
self interest to support improvements 
which involve debenture borrowings 
and attention has been drawn to the 
preponderance of the real estate in- 
terests on Western Council Boards. 

We believe thet this statement ean 
only be supported in fact by isolated 
instances, but there is no doubt all 
this eriticism would come to an end 
by, the appointment of cn impartial 
Board such as this commission should 
be. \ 

A commission such as is proposed 
would prevent municipalities embark- 
ing upon an improvement scheme, 
thereby incurring expense upon the 
ratepayers without first having the 
approval of the people who are to pay 
for tue work. Reference to the char- 
tered banks’ returns to the Dominion 
Government for the month of August 
last will disclose the fact that cver 40,- 
000,000 was on loan to cities, towns, 
‘municipalities and school distzicts in 
Canada. In September this amount- 
ed to $37,465,383.00. There is no doubt 
that many of cur chartered banks are 
carrying unsold debentures 2f Munici- 


ly to the practice of entering into 
heavy expenditures for public works 
without first sound rg the market as 
to the probability cf an early and sat- 
is.actory sale of their securities. 


Commission Would Investigate 


Whes a town had decided to embark 
upon a publi. work as has already 
been mentioned, full details would be 
forwarded to the commission, where- 
upon one of its members would visit 
‘the town and would inve.tigate the 
need for the work, its feasibility, and 
-whether-it—v-as—likely to be carried 
out with due regard for efficiency and 
economy. Als» wheiher the undertak- 
ing was not so larg: as to unduly tax 
the ability of the ratepayers to pay 
for the work. After this investiga- 
tion had bee: concluded, the report 
would be made to the full commission, 
'and if they were thoroughly satisfied 
their approval would issue in due 
course. 

Simplify Bylaws 


We would 1 >t go so far as to say 
that the loan. should be authorized 
forthwith, but recomme d the sub- 
mission of the scheme to the ratepay- 
ers who would by their vote say 
whether or not they were willing to 
incur the debt. To take away the 
vote would be a serious mistake. In 
this connection we would not suggest 
that lengthy bylaws, such az are now 
used for the authorization of munici- 
pal debts, should be adhered to, but 
rather an abbrevicted form which 
might be suggested by the commission 
itself, applicable for such improvo- 
ments as it was intended to undertake. 
This would not only tend to reduce 
labor of framing, reading and-passing 
in Council, but would cheapen the cost 
of borrowing. The printing, prepara- 
tion and passing of bylaws of this 
character cost the municipalities of 
our Province a great deal of money 
annually. The ratepayers would be 
voting intelligently as they would 
know that the undertaking had receiv- 
ed the approval of the municipal com- 
mission. This alone would tend to 
allay the feeling among over seas and 
other investors that many of our pub- 
lic bodies were overborrowing. 
Without doubt improvements have 
been undertaken in towns and cities 
throughout our Provinces (and in this 
our Province is by no means 
alone) and debentures issu-< ‘to cover 


the cost thereof spread over such a 
period of time that it is safe to haz- 


ard the opinion that the generation 


to come will be paying the just debt 
of those living today. We hear the 
statement frequently made that our 
municipalities are prone to issue bonds 
for local improvements for terms be- 
yond the probabl life of the work. A 
commission would undoubt- 
edly remedy this trouble. Twenty 
years is considered to be too long a 
term over which to spread the pay- 
ment of a debenture debt incurred for

It used to be thought that if our serv- 
ants’ hands—and our own—were wash- 
ed with reasena e frequency we were 
safe, but Dr. Cummins shows tbat even 
the most scrupulous cleansing will not 
relieve bunds that have been in contact 
with disease germs from the Hability 


of infecting others. -In-shert,-Dr.-Cum- - 


mins declares that so long as we live 
in this world of dirt and microbes our 
hands can never be really clean. .. 

To prove his contention Dr. Cum. sins 
dipped the tip uf his forefinger in a 
liquid containing millions of typhoid 
bacilli. The finger was next rinsed in 
an antiseptic solution, then in very 
cold water and then in -vatcr that was 
almost boiling. After all this cleansing 
it was wasbed in a small quantity of 
sterile water. This water when ana- 
lyzed showed no less than 313 colonies 
of typhoid Sucilll, 

Not satisfied with this discouraging 
proof of the futility of clean hands, the 
doctor proceeded to soak Bis infected 
finger tip in pure alcohol. Then he, 
washed it again in sterlie water. Ti-is © 
time the analysis of the water reyee 4 
four colonies of typhoid bacilli. j 

Another experiment made by Pr. | 
Cummins was to rest a typhoid laden 
finger tip for just an instant on the 
surface of a bow! of soup. The soup 
woes then allowed to stand for twenty- 
four hours. When finally analyzed it 
revenied nearly 40,000 typhoid bacilli to 
every cubic inch.—New York Amert- 
can. '
